As a rule potatoes sprouted in tie 
open become withered badly before 
planting time arrives, An experiment 
has been tried at the Central Exper- 
imental Farm whereby the seed tub- 
ers are placed in flats or shallow 
boxes and sand filled in around the 
tubers. These flats are fitted with 
four blocks, one in each corner, one 
inch square and projecting two inches 
above the edge of the box. These 
blocks facilitate the stacking of the 
boxes one on top or the other, al- 
lowing iigbt to enter and permitting 
the application of water when desired. 

Water is applied to the sand at in- 
tervals as required by means of a 
watering can with a piece of % inch 
hose attached to the spout. af 

The boxes may be stacked in the 
potting shed, in the corner of the 
kitchen or even in a warm cow barn. 
Four to five weeks will produce well 
sprouted and rooted material, that 
when planted out or doors will start 
growth at once, when the soil warnis 
up.

(Experimental Farms Note)

First of all, it must be borne in 
mind that lettuce is a cool season 


growing conditions of spring and 
fall. It will not head properly during 
hot weather, and often goes to seed 
under unfavourable conditions.

These 
facts result in the common practice of 
growing two crops of head lettuce 
per year, a spring crop and a fall 
crop. 

For the spring crop, the seed should 
be sown under glass eight weeks be- 
fore the date for field setting, which 
will vary according to the locality. At 
the Dominion Experimental Station, 
Fredericton, N. B., seed is sown. a- 
bout the middle of March, trans.

of its growth before the extremely 
hot, dry weather of summer sets in. 

For the fall crop, seed sown in July 
will give a marketable crop from late 
September until freeze-up. This seed 
may be sown in the open, if favour- 
able conditions can be maintained, 
Since there is danger of hot, dry wea- 
ther at this period, flats are commonly 
used, as control of moisture conditions 
is thus within the power of the grow- 
er. 

The distance between rows and 
Plants in the field varies according 
to conditions. If land is at a prem- 
ium, rows may be spaced 15 inches 
apart, with plants 10 to 12 inches a- 
in the row. 

Cultivisien Should be thorough and 
frequent enough to-maintain a surface 
mulch, If there are no weeds present, 
and the soil is not crusted, nothing 
can be gained by cultivation. In fact, 
considerable damage may be done, as 
a lettuce plant has a small root sys- 
tem with many roots near the surface 
of the soil, and even with a shallow 
cultivation, many of these may be dis- 
turbed.

“HOT DOG” CREATOR 
DEAD AT SEVENTY 


Harry Mozely Stevens, who created 
the North American hot dog and 
built a fortune on it, is dead at New 
York at the age of 78. 

The English- born caterer, to the 
vanere appetites of Inillions of sport 
fans succumbed to arteridse!crosis at 
his home in New York on Thursday 
after a long illness. 

Starting a small baseball park at 
Niles, Ohio, Stevens lived to see his 
business develop until the far-flung 
Stevens’ concessions covered every 
major league ball park, many of the 
largest race tracks, old Madison 
Square Garden and the new Grand 
Central Palace. 

Stevens sold the first hot dog (so 


named by the late Tod Dorgan, sports!

Bees Suffer Heavy Winter Loss. High | 
Honey Prices Indicated 
“This is the year when those cap- 
able beekeepers who have carefully 
studied their business and know how 


fits,” says Dr. E. J. Dyce, Provincial 
Apiarist for Ontario, and he contin- 
ues: 

“Reports from all parts of Ontario 
indicate that between 30 and 40 per 
cent of the colonies died during the 
winter and that an additional 20 per 
cent of the colonies are so badly 
weakened that they will be unable to 
gather a honey crop. The loss has oc- 
curred mainly among the small side 
line beekeepers who neglected to pro- 
perly care for their bees last fall. 

A backward spring, combined with 
heavy colony losses and serious win- 
ter injury to clovers in many sections 
of the Province indicates an abnormal 
shortage of honey again this coming 
season. 

Since the last two crops of 1932 
and 1933 were much below average, 
practically all of the honey was out 
of the hands of the producer early 
last fall. Since short crops were ex- 
perienced not only in Ontario but 
throughout the World, the correspond- 
ing shortage of beeswax has caused 
its price to increase about 50 per cent 
during the“past few months.

The proper depth of seeding has 
been influenced quite considerably by 
the antount of moisture present. In 
an extremely dry season most crops 
will germinate more satisfactorily if 
planted deeper than in a normal sea- 
son due to the greater amount of 
moisture at the lower depth. The op- 
posite is true in a very wet season 
when very shallow seeding produces 
better results. The above figures are 
based on a normal season and repre- 
sent conditions in an average season 
in Eastern Canada. 

It will be noticed that for the gen- 
eral run of field crops the most suit- 
able depth to seed is about two inch- 
es with the exception of the smaller 
grasses and clovers. While the most 
suitable depth is approximately the 
same for most of these crops it has

Oats for Hay and Pasture 


The dry season of the last year 
followed by a long cold winter has 
resulted in feed supplies being pret- 
ty well used up and many farmers 
face a shortage of hay. Under these 
circumstances it becomes necessary to 
sow some kind of annual crop in the 
spring which can be cut later. For 
this purpose there is nothing better 
than oats or a mixture of peas and 
oats. Oats grow well in cool weather 
and for this reason they can be seed- 
ed early. It would be wise to consider 
seeding some oats as soon as the land 
is ready so as to get a crop of hay 
early in the season. Peas thrive in 
cool weather also and when mixed 
with oats improve the quality of the 
feed. Two bushels of oats and one of 
peas is the correct rate of seeding. 


“ ¢ pasture crop. Almost every year the 

oat xi SY Bape : bluegrass pastures fail during the hot 
er ato weather of July and August. This is 
when a small field of oat pasture 
comes in handy. When oats are pas- 
tured off they will come on again 
better than most annual crops. Ex- 
periments conducted on the Central 
Experimental Farm, during the last 
two years show that oats when grazed 
in the leafy stage are high in feed- 
ing value and a very satisfactory ra- 
tion for milking cows. 

This year we are conducting an ex- 
periment in which oats, sudan grass 
and millet will be compared under 
grazing with milch cows.

Protection for the Shallow Well 


Water of deep origin has probably 
travelled some distance and been fil- 
tered through a large depth of earth 
so that the danger of surface pollution 
is reduced to a minimum.

“Business as usual” was the slogan 
of stockyards officials as workmen 
set about to clear away the the charr- 
ed ruins for the rebuilding with im- 
provements of the district, approxi- 
mately one eighth of a square mile. 

The cause of the blaze which lev- 
elled scores of private homes, several 
flat buildings and more than one doz- 
en major structures including the In- 


termined. Some investigators, includ- 
ing O. T. Henkle, general manager of 
the stockyards, said they were con- 
vinced the conflagration had its or- 


igin in a carelessly tossed cigarette. | 


Henkle said he did not believe 
there was any truth to reports that 
the holocaust was the outgrowth of 
labor troubles. 

Fire Chief Michael Corrigan, lead- 
er of an army of 2,200 fire fighters 
who succeeded in checking the flames 
only after scores of them had been 
injured, said that spontaneous com- 
bustion might have been the cause. 
Another theory suggested a spark 
from a locomotive. 

Chief Corrigan said he feared for 
a while, that the flames would reach 
Lake Michigan. 

“When I arrived at the yards the 


| fire had gathered terrific force,” he 


said. “It was coming towards us so 
fast and the air was so hot no hu- 
man could stand in its way.’ 

“We tried to cut off the fire within 
the yards, but every few minutes I 
would have to give the orders to un- 
couple and move back. I kept in com- 
munication with division marshals by 


!] messengers. Men were rushed to the 


roofs of buildings in the path of the 
flames to wet them down. Our job 
was to build a water curtain in front 
ofthe oncoming walls of fire and this 
is what we did.”

Heavy Seeding Controls Mustard 

Heavy seeding or grain reduces the 
growth of mustard. Two years’ ex- 
perimental work conducted by the 
Field Husbandry Division of 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa 
has shown a marked reduction in the 
number of mustard plants and an in- 
crease in the yleld of grain from 
heavy seeding. 

Barley was seeded at the rates of 
1, 2 and 3 bushels per acre on land 
badly infested with mustard. The 
average weight of mustard seed from 
these seedings at harvest time were 
74, 27 and 15 pounds per acre and 
the yields of grain 29, 45 and 55 bush- 
els per acre respectively. 

One year’s results from seeding 
oats at the rates of 1%, 214 and 3% 
bushels per acre on mustard infested 
land has shown that the number of 
mustard plants at harvest was 20, 
12 and 16 pounds per acre respect- 
ively. Barley smothers mustard more 
effectively than do oats.

Seeding the Grain Plots at the Cent- 
ral Experimental Farm 

The seeding of more than 20,000 
grain plots at the Central Experi- 
mental Farm was begun on April 30, 
by the Cereal Division. The material 
being sown includes many new types 
and hybrid lines of very special in- 
terest. The more promising of the 
rust-resistant wheat varieties recent- 
ly produced by the Division are be- 
ing tested. Promising hybrid lines of 
oats and new varieties imported from 
abroad have been sown, as well as 
a select group of smooth awned bar- 
leys.

| GROWING LILIES 
FROM SEED 


' (Experimental Farms Note) 
en from the file copies of the Review. | i : 


Raising lilies from seed is one of 
| the most fascinating phases of garden 
| wort. Like most of the open pollin- 
| ated plants the seed will produce the 
| greatest range of variation that it is 
possible to imagine and particularly if 
two varieties are grown in close 
| proximity and become cross pollinat- 
| ed. It is by this method that the new 
|and distinct varieties are obtained. 
| Some varieties require to tc hand pol- 
| linated to insure seed setting. This 
\is easily done by taking the pollen 
from the dangling anthers of one 
flower and daubing it on the tip of 
the centra] stigma of the flower that 
is to produce the seed. The pollen 
grains will stick to, the stigma and 


j 


species that require hand pollination 
to be sure seed will set are L. Brown- 
ii, L. cadidum, L. Hansonli, L. long- 
iflorum, L. speciosum, L. sulphureum, 
L. tectaceum, L. tingrinum, as well 
as some varieties of L. elegans. 

If the freshly gathered seeds are 
sown soon after they ripen tiey will 
germinate much more quickly than 
where the seed is kept and allowed to 
dry out before sowing. In localities 
where there is a heavy snowfall the 
seed may be sown in cold frames 
in which light or sandy loam soil has 
been placed. Before winter sets in 
the beds should be mulched with 
leaves to give protection. Where the 
snow fall is light it is much better to 
sow the seed in pots with good soil 
and good drainage, and store in a 
ventilated pit or cellar where growth 
will not take place. In the spring 
bring these up to heat and the young 
plants will soon appear. 

It has been found that lily seeds 
will sometimes remain in the soil 
over a year before germinating as in 
the case of the seeds of L. auratum, 
while in the case of others like L. 
tenuifolium germination will take 
place in a month or less. It is a good 
plan to sow the seed thinly as it will 
be much easier to separate the seed- 
lings, besides producing much better 
plants. Transplanting to nursery rows 
in frames with good potting soil as 
soon as the plants are large enough 
growth. By the end of the 
third of fourth season many of the 
young plants will be large enough to 
be planted out in the permanent po- 
sition. | 

Once a seedling has bloomed and it 
is found to be outs it is an 
easy matter to pro it from 
scales. bulbils or offsets. 

Every garden should have at least 
few lites to fill in the awkward 
gaps in the season of bloom.

Kingdom, while in 1933 approximate- 
ly 2,213,899 pounds were sent to the 


same market, definitely indicating a 


‘growing market for Canadian honey 
in Great Britain. 


It is gratifying to note that ‘or 
the years 1930 to 1933, according to 
an estimate of G. R. Paterson, secre- 
tary, Ontario Export Association, On- 
tario has contributed about eighty 
per cent of all honey exported from 
Canada. 


Feeding Baby Chicks 

The average farmer or poultryman 
has no time to experiment with feeds 
and methods of feeding. There is no 
need for them to do it. Government 
institutions and feed manufacturers 
have done the experimenting and have 
made available a balanced feed or a 
formula whereby the poultryman may 
buy the separate ingredients and mix 
a balanced feed at his own plant. 

Brooding chicks in large numbers, 
whether in the brooder house or bat- 
tery brooders, has called for extensive 
experimenting on the part of some- 
one in order to determine what is the 
most suitable mixture of feeds for the 
first three or four weeks, and then in 
what proportions they should be mix- 
ed for developing | the chick once it is 
on the range.

USERS OF TELEPHONE 


Canada is maintaining its position 
of world leadership in the matter of 
telephone usage. This is only one of 
the evidences of this country’s prom- 
inence in the field of communication, 
as revealed by the statistical record 
just issued by the Bell System. It 
deals with electrical communication 
throughout the world, and the figures 
are as of January 1, 1933. 

Canadians make more use of the 
telephone than any other people. In 
1932, Canadians held 224.5 telephone 
conversations per capita. New Zealand 
with a comparable figure of 205.8, 
and the United States with 204.6, 
were the only other countries in which | 
telephone talks per person exceeded 
the 200 mark. Denmark led Europe in 
this connection with 151.8 followed by 
Sweden with 137.6. Canadians made 
almost seven times more use of the 
telephone than the British who re-| 
ported 33.0 calls per capita, the Sena 
figure as given by Germany and more 
than eleven times more than the peo-| 
ple of France who made 20.5 calls per 
capita. 

With 21.02 telephones per 100 popu-

The 
United States is first with 10.17 and 
New Zealand follows with 9.62 based 
on statistics compiled up to and in-’ 
cluding March 31, 1933. Canada's 
ranking in this regard emphasizes 
that residents of our cities and towns 
of less than 50,000 people are better 
equipped with telephones and their 
associated apparatus than are inhab-. 
itants of most of Europe’s largest 
and more important centres. | 
Canada, with 1,261,245, ranks fifth 
in absolute number of telephones and 
is led only by the United States, Ger- 
many, Great 4ritain, (including 
Northern Ireland), and France, in that | 
order, But in telephones per 100 pop-! 
ulation, Canada has 11.98 which is se- 
cond only to 13.94 in the United 
States, while Great Britain, Germany, 
‘and France have only 4.62, 4.51, and | 
3.07 respectively. Some 83 per cent of: 
Canada’s total telephones and all of | 
the telephones of the United ‘States | 
are under private ownership and ope- 
ration. In Germany, France, and 
Great Britain, all telephones are ope- 
rated by their respective governments.
